Dr. Mackenzie has undertaken, out of 
Love for his Country, and for the publick 
Good, to put out a large and compleat Hi- 
ftory of the moft Learned Men of Scotland 
from the Year 500, tothe Year 1700. John 
Lifly , Bithop of Rofs, who died in the Lew 
Countries in 1596. isthe laft Author mentio~ 
ned by him at the End of the Second Vow 
lame, The Do€tor defigns to go on with 
this Hiftory, and to publifh a Third Volume, 
that will contain many’ Curious Fatts and 
valuable Obfervations. ‘To give the Rea- 
ders a juft Notion of this Work, I muft ob. 
ferve , that they will find in it a prodigious 
Number of Things, hardly to be expected 
ina Colle&ion of chis Nature. The Author, 
not contented to give us the Hiffory of the 
Livesof the ScerchWriters,an&b(tratt &Cata- 
logue of all their Works,anAccount of their 
various Editions, and the Jud t of the 
Learned concerning ‘them, has alfo thog 


to treat ores Bees Subjefs, where- 
by this‘ Work will the mote ul ta the 
yal a a Be: ivs S83 Rea 
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Readers. Whenever he finds an Author ene 
gaged in a Controverfy of any Moment, he 
gives a compendiaus Account ef that Con- 
troverfy from its Rife to the Time of that 
Author. Having obferved , that Thomas; 
a Ciflercian Monk ° and Abbot of Dun- 
dranan in Galloway, was fent to the 
Council of Bafil by the Clergy of Scotland, 
he takes occafion from thence to infert an 
Fliftorical Account of that Council. Adam 
Blacater , having cenfured Livy for his Di- 
greffion concerning Alexander the Great, our 
Author gives us, in the Life of that Scotch 
Writer, an Account of the Faults, that are 
generally imputed to that Famous Hiftorian 
by the Criticks of the former and latter A- 
ges. Such is the Method of the Author. 
To make the Readers fully fenfible of the 
Ulefulnefs of this Work, I chink it neceffa- 
ry toinform them , that the Author has in- 
ferted in it the following Pieces, among o- 
thers.

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Thefe are fome of the principe! Digreffions 
inferted in this Work ; to which J add, that 
the Reader will find in the Preface of the 
Second Volume a fhort Hiftory of the 
Scots College at Paris. 

Dr. Mackenzie hopes “ this ColleQion may 
‘ be of fome Ufe to thofe Gentlemen, 
‘* whofe Occafions and Circumftances can- 
‘* not allow them to be furnifhed with ee 
“ Libraries, or Colle&ions of Books; fince 
“« they will find ( in what he kas already ‘ys 
“ Tifbed ) an Abftra& or Abridgment of an 
“ Hundred and Forty Three Volumes, and 
‘“* Seventy Six Lettets, written upon the 
“ molt ufeful Parts of Learning ; befides 
‘* the Hiftory of the Proceedings and Deci- 
** fions of Forty Four Ceuncils, upon the 
moft important Points of Theology. 
What has been faid, is fufficient to give 
a general Notion of the Nature of this 
Work. I fhall, in the next Place, take no- 
tice of fome Paflages contained in it. 

1. The firft Author, who appears in this 
Colle&lion, is the Famous Pelagius. ‘Tis 
agreed on all Hands, that he was born in 
Great Britain; but many Learned Men are 
divided in their Opinions about the Place of 
his Birth. Some will have him to have 
been born in Wales, and others in Scotland. 
Our Author maintains, that he was a British 
Scot , and alledges Three Paffages of Se. F:- 
rome to prove it. The Firft is expreffed in 
thefe Words: Nee recerdatur (Pelagius) /to- 
lidiffimus & Scotcrum pulsibus pregravatus (a). 
Dr. Mackenzie gives us an Account of the 
Life of that Heretick , and of the Difputes 
wherein he was engaged. 

2. Richard de Sané#o Viétore (b) writ, among 
other Books, Two Treatifes upon Emanuel, 
or a Commentary upon thefe Words of J- 
fainh, A Virgin foall conceive and bring forth a 
Son, and thou fhalt call his Name Emanuel ; in 
which he proves againft a Jew, that they 
ought to be underftood of Jefus Chrift, and 
the Blefled Virgin, Dr, Mackenzie obferves, 
that the chief Obje€tions of that Jew, and 


the Anfwers to them, deferve to be taken 
notice of.

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The Jew obje&ted againft Richard, that 
“ the literal Senfe of the Scriprure is only 
“ to be regarded, and that the Myftical and

‘*folid Argument”. Richard replies, 
© that it was the Cuftom of the ( Ancient) 
“ Jews, to give Allegorical and Myftical 
** Explications of the Scripture ”. here- 
vpon Dr. Mackenzie makes the following 
Obfervation: “ It muft be acknowledged, 
“ chat to form a right Judgment of the 
“ Reafonings of Jefus Chrift, and his Dil- 
** ciples, in che New Teftament, we muft 
“* have Recourfe to the Praftice of the Jew: 
** at chat time ; and if it be proved, that 
‘“‘ this Manner of Reafoning, and applying 
** to the Mefiah certain Paflages of Scripture, 
“ is agreeable to the Ufage of that Time, 
they cannot without great Injuftice , be 
“* blamed ; and this our Author (Richard de 
** Sanio Vifere) gives feveral and undeni- 
“ able Inftances of. And a late Learned 
“ Critick % has obferved, that the Jews de 
“* renounce what was done by their Prede- 
‘* ceffors, when they objeé& againft the Dul- 
“ ciples of Jefus Chrift, that their Expofi- 
‘* tions are not purely Litera), but Allegori- 
** cal, and that nothing can be concluded 
** from an Allegory ; for, if we confult the 
‘* Ancient Books of the Jews, efpecially the 
** Chaldaic Paraphrafes, and the Mcarafchim, 
“ or Ancient rss, ya Commentaries , 
‘* they have, in thofe Works, attributed to 
“the Meffiah many Places of Scripture, 
“ which feem to love a quite differenr 
* Senfe, if the Letter be only confidered. 
“ Tis true, that that which is merely Al- 
“ legorical cannot @uffice, as a pofitive 
“ Proof for the Confirmation of a Religi- 
“ on; but whenthofe Allegories are found- 
“ ed on Tradition , they may be ufed ard 
** applied to Matters of Fa&, which are al- 
“ ready agreed upon by that Tradition : 
“ And in this manner, all the Objeftions of 
“‘ the Jews may be anfwered, without a 
** particular Enumeration of thofe Paffages, 
which they pretend to have been falfly 
“ applied to our Mefliah in the New Te- 
ftament ; for they cannot abdicate thar 
Principle, which is taken from their own 
“ Do&tors, and their Cuftom, left they 
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% F.Simon Critical Hiftory of the Text of 
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the New Teflament, 7 II, Pag. 3. 
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& themfelves fhould renounce the Belief of 


* a Meffiah”.. The Readers may perceive 


fom thefe Obfervations, and feveral others, 
that the Learned Author of thefe Lives de- 
fign'd to render his Work ufeful and enter- 
taining by a great Variety of Judicious Re- 
marks. 

3. Dr. Mackenzie reckons St. Virgil, Bifhop 
of Saltzburg in the VIItth Century, among 
the Learned Men born in Scotlend. That 
Bilhop had a Difpute with his Countryman 
Boniface, Archbifhop of Mentz, about an ig- 
norant Prieft, who inftead of baptizing Ins 
Nomine Patris, & Filii, & Spiritus Sancti, 
ufed to pronounce thofe Words thus: IN 
NOMINE PATRIA, ET FILIA, ET SPIRI- 
IUA SANCTA. Boniface aflerted, that Bap- 
tifm under this Form of Words was inva- 
lid , and Virgil maintained the contrary. At 
laft, this Difpute occafioned fo great a Heat 
and Animofity between thofe Two Prelates, 
that it was brought before Pope Zachary, 
who decided it in Virgil's Favour. 

That Bifhop, who applied himfelf to the 
Study of the Mathematicks, affirmed in 
fome Conferences with Learned Men, that 
a great Part of the Earth was not yet difco- 
vered; that it had a Spherical Form, and 
confequently that every Nation had their 
Antipodes. This Do&trine, being contra- 
ry to the common Opinion of that Time, 
and feeming to oppofe fome Paflages of the 
Holy Scripture , Bifhop Virgil was accufed 
af Broaching a new Heretical Doctrine, and 
fo violently perfecuted for ie by the fame 
Bon’face Archbifhop of Mentz , that he ran 
the Hazard of Lofigg his Life upon that 
Account The Thing is fo well knowa, 
that [need nor enlarge upon it. 


4. 1 thall only take notice of two Paffiges 


relating to Fobm Scot (Foannes Scotus Erigena). ° 


‘* This Controverfy (fays Dr. Mackenzie ) 
‘ concerning the Manner of our Saviour’s 
** Prefence in the Eucharift, engaged our 
“- Author in. Two other Controverfies, that 
fhould not have been fo much as named 
 amongft Chriftians. The firft was, Whe- 
ther any Part of the Eucharift be evacua- 
ted, as our other Food? Jibm Scot, Ra- 
banus Mawrus Archbifhop of “Mentz , 
“and feverat others maintained it was’; 
‘* for which caufe they hadthe odious Name 
“ of Stercoranifis given them by &ri- 
“ gerus., Guitmondua, <Algerus and others, 


és 


who maintained that the Bread and Wine, 
after the Receiving of it, was not fubje& 
to the fame Laws and Contingencies 
with our common Food; but was imme. 
diately annihilated by the Divine Pow. 
er. 

“ The other Controverfy was about the 
Manner, in which the Virgin Mary 


‘ brought forth Chrift : For Pafchafius and 


others faid, that i¢ was prejadicial to the 
Blefled Virgin’s Perpetua] Virginity, to 
think chat fhe had brought forth our Sa- 
viour to the World in the fame Manner 
as other Women bring forth Children, 
aperta fcilicer dulva ; but that he came in- 
to the World per vulvam clanfjam , as he 
came into the Place where his Difciples 
were met,. thorow the Door, ind noc 
thorow the Wall, yet withont opening 
the Door. Our Author, Ratramus, and 
others faid, that this Opinion was very 
dangerous ; for it plainly followed from 
thence, that Chrift was not truly born, bur 
iffued from the Virgin, quod non eft nafei 


‘© fed erumpi. | 


Thefe are fome of the extravagant and 





{fcandalous Queftions, that were formerly 
raited by feveral Clergymen. I have read in 
a Book of Nicolas Vignier %, That “ under 
“ the Pontificate of Julius IT, there arofe a 
‘* new Herefy and Difpure concerning the 
“ Place in which our Saviour was conceived: 
“ in the Body of the Virgin Mary. That 
“ Conrroverfy ( Vignier goes om ) was ecca- 
*«'fioned by a Cifterciaw Monk , named Pto- 
€ lomeo di Lucca, who publickly maintainéd 
“ ina Sermon preached at Mantua, that Je- 
“ fus Chrift was formed of Three Drops of 
“ Blood near the Heart of the Holy Vir.

Br Mackenzie obferves, that Fobm Scot ad- 
vanced feveral Paradoxes ; viz. “* That the 
* World. was created after Man had finn’d ;

*“ viour's Manhood was perfe@tly changed 
into his Godhead, after his Refarretiion;.

“ ‘this Opinion was of a dangerous Confe- 
“ quence, have been very diligent in Cau- 
S dng all the Books ro be deftroyed that 
“ were writ upon this Subje& ; fo that we 
“ have nothing but the Fragments of ‘fome 
“of their Reafonings in Claudianus | Ma- 
“ mertus’s Books of the Nature of the Soul 
“again? Faufus, and of Bertram's again 
© Macarius. 


6, Mr. Patrick Hamilton, Abbot of ‘Ferm, 
was burnt alive at St. Andrews, in the Year 
1§27. for maintaining fome Porines con- 
trary to thofe of the Church of Rome. That 
Gentleman was’ nor much above 23 Years 
old, when he fell a Sacrifice co the Fury of 
a Cruel end Bigotred Clergy. Several Cler- 
gymen, appointed to examine his Opinions, 
gave their Cenfure under their Hand; ‘and 
condemned them as Heretical. That Gen 
fure being deliver’d to the Archbifhop, ata 
Solemn Meeting in the Cathedral Church, 
Sentence was pronounced againft him, de- 
chring him a Heretick, and giving him over 
to the Secular Power’, to fuifer the Punith- 
ment due to Hereticks. 

‘* Whereupon, the fame day, he was con- 
“ demned by the Secular Judge, and, in the 
“ Afcernoon, was led to the Place of Execu- 
tion, which was appointed to be at rhe 
Gate of S. Salvator’s College. Being 
come to the Place of Execution, he put 
off his Gown, and gave it, with bis Bon- 
net, Coat, and other Apparel, to hisSer- 
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“ vant, telling him, that was alf that he had 
“ to give him’, -but; the Example. of his 
** Death ,° which he pray’d: him to mind ; 
for, tho’ i¢ feem’d bitter, it wasan En- 
trance to Everlafting Reft , which none 
** could obtain, that denied Chritt before 
Men. Thereafter he was tiedto the Stake, 
* about which wasa great Quantity of Coal 
**-and other combuftible Macrer.: ‘Then fix. 
ing bis Eyes towards Heaven, the:Execus 
tioner firing the Powder chat was to kin- 
*“* dle the Wood, his Left Hand, and the 
Side of his Pace was a little feorch’d there- 
with: But, it not kaving the defigned 
Effe&, they fent to the Caftle for more 
Powder. During which time he was fre- 
quently interrupted in his Devotions by 
the Speftators , who weresalways calling 
* to him to Convert , and to fay the Salve 
Regina : Yet amongft them, none wasfo 
“ croublefome as Friat Alexander Campbel, 
‘ whom he often intreated to ceafe from 
* Moiecfting him, But, when he found he 
* could’ noc prevail; "he ‘faid: to: him ; 
“ Wicked Man, Thou knoweR that f am nor 
SS am Herctiok’, and that it is the Truth of 
* God for which I fuffer. So much thos 

‘* didft confofs to me in private, and N.B. 
“* thereupon. appeal thee to anfwer be- 
“« fore the Fudgment-Seat of Chrift. By this 
“time the Powder was brought, and the 
“ Fire kindled. « After which, with a loud 
** Voice he washeard to fay, Hew dong, O 
* Lord, foal Darknefs oppvefs the Realm!) How 
Jong wile thou fulfcr sbis Tyranny of Men ! 
** And then clofed his Speech with thefe 
“ Words, Lord Jefus receiwe my: Spirit”. 
Can any one read this Paflage without Indig- 
nation and Horror for Perfecution # Sce the 
Margin ¥%. 

‘The following Words are very remarka- 
ble. “ All our Proteftant Hiftorians fay, 
‘that his Execution was haftened, when 
* ‘King James was ina Pilgrimage to St. Du-

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% And——. I faw under the Altar the 
fouls of them that were-flain for the word 
of God, and for the telhimooy which they 
held. Andthey cried. with.a loud voice, 
faying; How long, O Lord,. holy and. true, 
doft thou not judge and avenge our blood 
on them that dwellon the easth?

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 thake in Rofs: The Clergy being afraid,

man was very much Jamented spon the Ac- 
count ef his being of an affable Temper, a Youth 
of great Candur, Ingenuity, and Learning, and 
taken away in the Prime of his Age by a mcf? 
cruel Death, &c. 


”, Alexander Alcffe ( Alefius) having preach- 
ed before the Synod of St. Andrews againft 
the vicious Lives of the Clergy, and parti- 
cularly againft their Lewdnefs, was accufed 
of Herefy, and imprifoned Three times. 
Tis high! probable he would have been 
burnr,had fe not made his Efcape,and fled to 
London. From England he went into Ger- 
many, and turned Lutheran, and was made 
Profeffor of Divinity at Léipfick. Allefias 
publith’d feveral Books , a one, among 
others, againft Servetus, in the Year 1554.°1 
never faw that Book ; and therefore I cannot 
tell whether he believed, chat Hereticks 
ought to be put to Death, tho’ he himfelf 
was in great Danger of -lofing his Life in 
Scotland, uponan Accufation of Herefy. 

Our Author takes occafion from that 
Book of Alefius, to difcourfe of Michael Ser- 
wetus; and has inferted a Paflage of that 
Phyfician , whereby it appears, that he was 
the Firft, who had a Notion of the Circu- 
Jation of the Blood. Dr. Mackenzie took 
that Paflage from Dr. Wooton’s Reflexions 
upon Ancient and Modern Learning. 


8. James Laing, Do&or of the Sorbonne, 
publifhed Two Books, in 1581, and 1585. 
containing an Account of the Lives and 
Chara&ters of many Reformers. . Which 
gives our Author Occafion to enlarge upon 
the Life of Calvin; and becaufe that Ilu- 
ftrious Reformer was engaged in a Quarrel 
with Servetus, that made a great Noife all 
over Europe, he thought it would not be 
improper to give an Account of it. Dr. 
Mackenzie writes with great Impartiality, as 
all fincere Authors ought to do. He ac- 
‘knowledges, that Calvin was a Man of great 
Parts ; but does not feruple to fay, that he 
was fo much re[petted by the Magifiracy and Peo~ 
ple of Geneva, that he was as abfelute a Mafter 
there, as the Pope waz at Rome, He adds, 
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that Calvin caufed Servetus to be ithprifored, 
and burnt alive ; and blames him for it: 
He beftows this juftEncomium upon Calvin : 
“ He had ¢ fays he) an Admirable and Pe- 
 netrating Wit, wrote elegantly, being a 


‘ great Mafter of the Languages, efpecially 


‘ the Latin, but was an ill Preacher. His 
‘* Learning wasofa very univerfalExtent; fo 
‘« that there were few Men in his Age, that 
“© knew morethan he did.In a word,in- what- 
“ ever refpeét she be coniider’d, he was tru-

“ likewife in the hard Names he gave to 
“ thofe that were not of his Perfuation. 
‘* Thus fpeaking of Servetus, he calls him 
‘* @ moft proud Spanifh Knave; and, in his 
“ Epiftle dedicatory to Prince Radziville, 
prefixed to his Commentary upon the 
‘* As of the Apofiles, he gives fuch Names 
*“ and Epithets to the Socinians in Poland, 
“ and to the Fathers of the Council of 
“ Trent, that none who have a Chriftian 
“ Temper, can allow of”. 

Our Author gives usa fhore Account of 
Servetus’s Life, wherein J] find feveral Mi- 
ftakes : Thofe Miftakes are not to be impu- 
ted to him, but to the Authors whom he 
follows. Speaking of chat famous Heretick, 
he fays, “‘ This Gentleman underftood the 
“* Latin, Greek, Hebrew , and Arabick ¢ Lan- 
“ guages ; and, as we have obferved before 
“ of him, in the Life of slexander Alsfes, 
“* had he confined himfelf to his own Pro- 
“ feffion , the World in all Probability bad
